He has worked for 
Price Waterhouse, Northrop Corpora- 
tion, and independently as a CPA be- 
fore his present position with the firm 
of Quigley, Gatto, Levinson and Miron.

The Gallaudet University faculty has 
upheld a recommendation by the 
Faculty Senate to continue with the 
Simultaneous Method (SimMeth) and 
Sign Communication Proficiency Inter- 
view (SCPI) to evaluate faculty’s class- 
room signing skills. 

The faculty took action on the 
methods of determining signing profi- 
ciency at its fall meeting on Oct. 2. 

On Sept. 5, the senate voted to con- 
tinue with the two evaluations, which 
were used on a trial basis last year. 

Faculty must pass one of the evalua- 
tions to be considered competent in 
classroom communication.

Gallaudet hosts 
‘People’s Law’ 


A series of seminars designed to help 
deaf people better understand the law 
and the legal profession has been start- 
ed by Gallaudet’s Programs in Adult 
and Continuing Education (PACE), in 
conjunction with the Trial Lawyers As- 
sociation of Washington, D.C., and the 
Association of Trial Lawyers of 
America. 

“The People’s Law School” takes 
place from 7-9 p.m. every Wednesday 
through Dec. 6 in Room LN 11 of 
Merrill Learning Center. Each session is 
conducted by prominent local lawyers, 
judges, or law professors, and focuses 
on such important issues as landlord/ 
tenant rights, personal injury, and taxation. 

According to Boris Bogatz, director 
of PACE, People’s Law Schools have 
been operating for several years in 
communities across the nation, and 
they have been extremely popular. But 
none of the schools, until now, have

been geared toward deaf people. 
Bogatz said that starting in January, the 
program will be carried by Gallaudet’s 
regional centers. 


“There are a lot of things that [deaf 
people] can learn about the American 
judicial system,” Bogatz said of the 
seminars. “Discussions focus, where 
possible, on the [specific] legal needs of 
deaf people.” 


The seminars, which cost $3 each, 


begin with a lecture, but people are en- 
couraged to ask questions. The semi- 
nars are followed by refreshments. All 
of the Gallaudet community is invited 
to attend. 

The topic for this Wednesday’s Peo- 
ple’s Law School is “Health Issues and 
AIDS.”

other area schools. LaSasso was also 
featured on CBS News’ “Nightwatch” 
on Sept. 29 as one of a panel asked to 
respond to President Bush’s Education- 
al Summit. LaSasso was asked to par- 
ticipate as a parent, teacher, and 
educator.
